Will Get the Marion for Her Naval 
Militia Despite Jimbudd. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—While 
Ulysses Grant, Jr., was in Washing- 
ton recently he made a personal ap- 
plication to the Navy Department to 
have the Marion, just condemned for 
further active service in the navy, as- 
signed to the use of the Naval Militia 
at San Diego.

“The President’s chief desire now is 
to stave off action of any kind by Con- 
gress until it can be definitely known 
whether Spain’s new plan is to succeed 
or fail.’

some of the most interesting experi- 
ments of the department. Prof. Mil- 
ton Whitney, who is in charge of the 
division, is engaged at present in the 
investigation of the climatic conditions 
of moisture and temperature in their 
relation to the local distribution of 
crops. 

The investigation of the western soils, 
made with the aid of the Weather 
Bureau, which covers Lower California, 
the San Joaqa Valley and the great 
Palouse’ district, comprising tha 
wheat growing districts of Califor- 
nia, Washington and Montana, 
the Yeilowstene Valley, 
River Valley and also the Mojave and 
Nevada deserts, ha-e developed some 
most astounding facts and some which 
the Department of Agriculture is not 
yet able to explain. 


of these soils will make the most re- 
markable chapter in the history of the 


world’s agriculture. Although these 
soils, excepting the Red River and 
desert ‘districts mentioned, have only 
from one-fifth to one-half the rain- 


Mississippi River (that is from 7 to 20 
inches,) they do seldom, if ever, suffer 
drought. Moreover, practically all the 
rainfall they do receive comes in the 
fall and winter seasons. Only a slight 
fraction falls during the summer 
months, when the crops are growing, 


yet the crops do not suffer. 

An investigation of these far western 
soils have shown that they are largely 
meade up of the disintegration of the 
original basaltic rock, and that there 
is little difference between tfMe soils 
and subsoils, a difference very marked 
in the East. They have a remarkabie 
power of absorption of moisture, and 
do not really lose it by evaporation, al- 
though the humidity of the atmosphere 
during the growing season is much 


lower than in the East. Thus, the 
crops, by subsisting on the winter 
rains, can stand long periods of 
drought. 


In the San Joaquin Valley the great 
grape-growing region of California, the 
annual rainfall is but 7 inches, and 
from May to September, only about 
.6 of an inch fall, yet the vines flourish 
throughout the season. It is true that 
they are irrigated by canals, but the 


moisture is absorbed and transmitted. 
There is on surface appli- | 


by the soils. 
cation of water. 

In Southern California the winter 
rainfall is about sixteen inches: the 
summer rainfall less than one inch, and 
without irrigation tobacco and other 
crops grow luxuriantly. At Chino, in 
this district, sugar beets, which require 
a great amount of moisture, grow fa- 
mously. The surface soil dries out in 
summer, Which seems to protect the 
soil beneath. In the districts about 
Merced, Walla Walla, Bozeman and 
Pullman, termed the Palouse district, 
the annual rainfall varies from ten to 
twenty inches, in which from one inch 
to ten inches fall during the season of 


wonderful power of the soil to retain 
water and supply it to the crops, a 
drought of months is less injurious 
there than one of the same of weeksin 
the East, where the annual rainfall is 
about forty inches. 

In the Mojave and Nevada deserts 


the annual rainfall averages about five . 


inches, but bemeath the alkali crusts 
the soil is always moist, a fact which 
the scientists have as yet been unable 
to explain. In fact, little is known of 
the power of the soils to hold water. 
As artesian wells show waterin al 
these districts from forty to two hune- 
dred feet below the surface, it is con- 
sidered possible that there is a slow 
and continuous movement of water up- 
ward from the artesian sources, which 
are beyond the influence of local cli- 
mate. This is especially believed to be 
true of the desert districts, where the 
moisture of the soil cannot be ex- 
plained on the theory that the soil 
could retain its moisture from the in- 
significant rainfall. 

By placing electrodes in the soil in 
all these places at various depths from 
a few inches to twenty-five feet, it is 
believed that in the future the direction 
and intensity of what might be termed 
the water waves of the earth can be ace 
curately determined.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—The of- 
ficers: of the State Department were 
very much surprised at the reports of 
the. total. failure of the Canadian 
negotiations which appeared today in 
several newspapers.

GERMAN FLAG HOISTED OVER 
KIAOCHOU FORTS. 


Six Hundred Men from the Squadron 
of Admiral Diederichs Sent 
Against the Strongholds, 


FOUND ONLY THE GENERAL. 


OFFICIALS CONSIDER THE LAND- 
ING AN ACT OF WAR. 


British and American Cruisers Sent 
to Watch Devclopments — The 
. Country is Rich in Minerals 
_ and Invaders May Stay. 


(BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.] 

NEW YORK, Nov. 17,—[Special Dis- 
patch.] ‘Tha Sun’s Shanghai cablegram 
says that Admiral Diederichs, com- 
manding the German Asiatic squadron, 
upon arrival in. Kiaochou Bay, on the 
Shatung coast, whither he had been 
ordered for the purpose of obtaining 
satisfaction for the recent murder of 
two German missionaries, found three 
forts occupied by Chinese troops. He 
arranged his ships opposite the forts 
and trained his guns upon them. Then 
he sent an ultimatum to the Chinese 
commander, calling upon him to evac- 
uate the forts in three hours, after 
whieh he landed 600 men with six guns, 
who marched toward the forts, 

The Chinese watched the sailors and 

marines for a few moments until they 
became convinced that the “foreign 
devils” were advancing in earnest, and 
then the three garrisons bolted across 
the hills behind the forts, The Ger- 
mans quickly occupied the positions 
and hoisted their flag, which was sa- 
luted by the warships. The Chinese 
general and his family alone did not 
flee, and it is said they received Ger- 
man protection. 
. Official Chinese *here consider that 
Germany, by landing an armed force 
and capturing the forts, has committed 
an act of war, but they do not believe 
that the Peking government will treat 
it as such. 

British and American warships have 
béenxordered to proceed to Kiaochou 
Bay to watch developments there. It is 
said the region is, immensely rich~in 
minerals. The harbor is one of the best 
on the whole coast. It-is believed ‘the 
}Germans intend to stay_ there. 

THE STORY CONFIRMED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT KEVORT.] 

LONDON, Nov. 17.—A _ special ‘dis- 
patch from Shanghai says that the 
commander of the German cruiser Di- 
vision, Admiral von Diederich, landed 
troops at Kiaochau on Monday morn- 
ing, November 15, that three forts were 
held by 1500 Chinese, and their guns 
commanded the fieet. Admiral von 
Dicderich placed his four cruisers di- 
rectly opposite, ready to fire, and sent 
an ultimatum, ordering the evacuation 
of the forts, within three hours. — 

Six hundred German troops and six 
guns were then landed and began to 
‘match forward, The Chinese hesitated, 
for a few moments, and then the whole 
1500 . bolted, helter-skelter, across the 
‘hills behind the forts. The Germans 
‘quietly: eéntered the fortifications, 
hauled down the Chinese flag and 
hoisted the German standard. which 
‘the warships saluted immediately, The 
Chinese general, who had his family 
with him, did not flee, but claimed 
German protection. The forts are now 
held by the Germans, who, it is believed 
at Shanghai, intend to remain perma- 
nently. 

In official Chinese circles Germany 
is considered to have committed an 
act of war, but it is regarded as im- 
probable that China, on account of her 
ta will take action upon it as 
such. 

American and British warships have 
been ordered to Kaio-Chau to watch 
developments. The greatest interest is 
felt as to the result of Germany’s ac- 
tion, because the region is immensely 


best along the coast, 

It is now asserted that the murder of 
the two German missionaries near 
-Yen-Chu-Fu was not the work of ban- 
dits, as originally understood, but was 
deliberately planned by Li Hung 
Chang, Governor of the province, prior 
to his departure for So-Chouan, of 
which he, has been appointed Viceroy.’ 

The Berlin correspondent of the 
Daily Chronicle says: “Emperor Wil- 
liam is devoting considerable attention 
to the course of affairs in China, and 
today (Wednesday) discussed the posi- 
tion of the missionaries with Bishop 
Anzecos, vicar of the German Catholic 
missions in China.”

THE SULTAN YIELDS TO AUSTRIA’S 
DEMANDS FOR REDRESS. 


Will Give Full Satisfaction for the 


the Dispute Over the Oriental 
Railroad. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

LONDON, Nov. 17.—[By Atlantic Ga- 
ble.] A special dispatch from Vienna 
Says a telegram has been received 
there from Baron de Calice, the Aus- 
trian Ambassador at Constantinople, 
saying that the-Sultan has declared his 
willingness to give Austria. full satis- 
faction for the Mersina incidents and 
in regard to the disputes in connection 
with the Oriental Railroad growing out 


during the recent war between Turkey 
and Greece. 


STATEMENT CONFIRMED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REVORT.] 

LONDON, Nov. 17.—A_ specjal dis- 
patch from Constantinople confirming 
the Vienna dispatch announcing that 
the Turkish government has agreed to 
the demands of the Austrian govern- 
ment that the Vali of Adana and Mut- 
Sarra have been deposed says the vic- 
tim of the outrage, Herr Bragzafoli, 
will be indemnified, and asserts that 
the Porte has consented to pay the 
claims of the Oriental Railroad. 

THE INCIDENT REVIEWED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 

VIENNA, Nov. 17.—The Austrian 
Ambassador at Constantinople, Baron 
de Calice,. will leave the Turkish capi- 
tal and an Austrian warship will bom- 
bard the port of Mersina, Asia Minor, 
tomorrow if the demands of Altistria 
‘are not complied with by noon on 
Thursday, 

Austria demands that the Turkish 
Governor order a salute of the Aus- 
trian flag; that the Vali of Adana, in 
which district Mersina is situated, be 
dismissed from his post, and that the 
Mutogsarif or Lieutenant-Governor of 
Mersina, be removed, 

It was announced Tuesday that the 
Porte had agreed to the demands of 
Austria, but, as cabled to the Associ- 
ated Press, this turned out to be pre- 
mature, and the Sultan, buoyed up by 
the easy victory of the Turkish troops 
over those of Greece during the recent 
war, will not, it is believed, yield un- 
til the last moment. 

Brazzafoli, who was the agent at 
Mersina, the port of Adana, of the Aus- 
trian Lloyd Steamship Company, was 
expelled from Mersina last month be- 
cause he was suspected by the Turkish 
authorities of having intrigued against 
the government of the Sultan. ~_ 

He appealed to the Austrian govern- 
ment. The latter made representations 
on the subject to the Porte, and event- 
ually Brazzafoli was allowed to return 
to Mersina. But when the Austrian 
merchant attempted to land, the local 
minor Officials, with the knowledge of 
the ali of Adana and the Mutossariaf 
of Mersina, it is claimed, allowed Braz- 
zafoli to be.so grossly maltreated that 
he was compelled to appeal to the Aus- 
trian Consul for protection, The lat- 
ter promptly interfered in. behalf of 
his compatriot, and, was himself re- 
peatedly insulted. 

In reply to the strong note of the 
Austrian government demanding an 
explanation of the outrages, it devel- 
oped that Brazzatfoli had incurred the 
suspicions of the. Turkish authorities 
‘by befriending fugitive Armenians and 
by. giving the most deserving. cheup 
‘passage from Mersina on board the 
vessels of the Austrian-Llioyd line. 

The newspapers of Vienna today dis- 
cuss the incident at length and expresg 
the hope that the Turkish government, 
recognizing its mistake, will give Aus- 
tria the reparation demanded, 

Austria, in addition to the demands 
mentioned, will insist upon the Porte 
furnishing her with definite assurances

BE HANGED TOMORROW. 


His Case is Still Pending in the 
United States Supreme Court So 
the Governor Intervenes. 


PRISONER’S SECOND RESPITE. 


DATE OF EXECUTION CONTINUED 
TO FEBRUARY 11 NEXT.

{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


SACRAMENTO, Noy. 17.—On Octo- 
ber 11 Gov. Budd issued a reprieve to 
Salter D. Worden, then under sentence 
to be hanged on the 15th of that month, 
continuing his execution till Novem- 
ber 19. Worden is the man who during 
the great railroad *’ strike of 1894 
wrecked a train a short distance west 
of Washington, Yolo county, and who 
was subsequently tried and convicted 
of the murder of the engineer, Clark. 
The reprieve was granted in confor- 
mity of an opinion by the Attorney- 


- General, that the sentence of the lower 


courts should not be carried into effect 
pending a motion for appeal to the 
United States Supreme Court. 

‘The case of Worden was finally 
taken to the United States Supreme 
Court on appeal, which is still pending, 
and as a consequence, Worden will not 
be hanged Friday. On Wednesday last 
Gov. Budd again reprieved Worden un- 
til the llth day of February next, 
though the fact was not made public 
until tonight. After recounting the 
above-named fact, the reprieve con- 
cludes as follows: 
' “Whereas, it is advisable that a re- 
prieve should be granted until after the 
determination by the Supreme Court of 
the United States. of the proceedings

M. D. HOWELL DISCARDED. 


His Wife Suaes for Divorce Because 
of His :.Intemperance 
{BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.] 

STOCKTON, Nov. 17.—[Special Dis- 
patch.] <A suit for divorce was com- 
menced today by Mrs. Mary Eliza 
Johnson Howell against M. D. Howell, 
the man who became notorious through 
his three sensational trials in the 
United States court for counterfeiting 
and passing counterfeit money. The 
divorce action was commenced on the 
ground of habitual intemperance, 
though it is said the attorneys consid- 
ered other grounds for some time, but 
concluded to confine the issue to the 


charge given. A summons was issued 


and served on Howell this afternoon, 
just before he left for San Francisco. 

The story of Mrs. Howell's troubles 
and wrongs, as related by her best 
friends, is a long one, and can be pretty 
well guessed by the public. It involves 
moral turpitude on the part of the hus- 
band, and a general disposition to use 
up her large estate as fast as possible. 
It is sajd that most of the valuable es- 

,tate left by her adopted father, W. B. 
Johnson, which was worth about $225,- 
000 when the litigation was ended, has 
been dissipated through the reckless- 
ness of her husband, who has now been 
discarded. 

M. D. Howell married Mary Eliza 
Johnson in March, 18898, when she was 
the adopted daughter of W. B. Johnson 
of Lathrop. Johnson died in the latter 
part of 1890, and after a long litigation 
the right of Mrs. Howell as the adopted 
daughter of Johnson was recognized, 
and eastern heirs of the old rancher re- 
ceived $175,000, leaving Mrs. Howell in 
good property, money, crops and avail- 
able personal property, $220,000. That 
was her share of the estate when 
Howell commenced his pleasant task of 
spending it. 

It was in June, 1893, that Howell was 
arrested as one of the gang of counter- 
feiters accused of flooding the interior 
of the State with spurious coin. Others 
of the gang were convicted, but 
Howell's arrest resulted in three- 
months’ sensational trial, in which ac- 
cusations of purchased jurors and 
hribed witnesses were made. The first 
jury stood seven to five for conviction, 
and the second nine to three for ac- 
quittal. The third acquitted the de- 
fendant. 

Mrs. Howell stood. by her husband, 
and is said to have spent many thou- 
fands of her fortune to keep the father 
of her son from going to the peniten- 
tiary. When he was finally acquitted,

CHINA AND JAPAN. 


Small Revolution in Progress in the 
First-named Country. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 
VICTORIA (B. C.,) Nov. 17.—The 
steamship Empress of China has ar- 
rived here from the Orient. Among 
her passengers was Bishop ‘Hoffman of 
the Catholic church. He says that 
mineral discoveries are being made in 
Chan-si in Northern China. The Chi- 
nese government, to encourage min- 
ing, has commenced the building of a 
railway “rom Hankow to Peking, pass- 
ing through a richly-mineralized coun- 

try. Other advices are as follows: 

A small revolution has broken out 
in Northern China, caused by dissatis- 
faction at the war settlement with 
the Japanese. 

A Chinese pirate, concerned in the 
murder of Capt. Rosso of the Pegu, has 
been hanged at Edi-Besar. Another pi- 
rate confessed to taking part in the 
murder, 

The Japanese man-of-war Fuso ran 
on a rock near Nagahama, after hav- 
ing been in collision with another ship 
taking part in the naval maneuvers 
and sank on the 29th of October. There 
were no casualties, and it is expected 
that the ship can be raised without 
much difficulty. 

On October 21, a conflagration oc- 
curred at Nagaoka Machies. Over 
three hundred and fifty houses were re- 
duced _to ashes. 


SENSATIONAL STORIES.

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 17.—The 
steamer City of Rio de Janeiro, which 
arrived today from Yokohama and 
Hongkong, via Honolulu, brought the 
following advices:

Some over-officious person 
sent a telegram to Yokohama to the ef- 
fect that all steamers from Shanghai 
were being inspected on account of the 
black plague having broken out there, 
and this statement was apparently con- 
firmed by another telegram soon after- 
ward to the effect that the Shanghai 
taotai had died, and that a panic en- 
sued among the residents of Shanghai. 
To a certain extent this latter state- 
ment was true, as the death of the 
taotai did create a panic among the 
depositors in several Chinese banks be- 
cause the taotai’s money was called in 
immediately after his death. 

“Some two months ago the Shanghai 
papers published a sensational story to 
the effect that an eleven-year-old boy 
had been arrested at Kin-Kuei for 
having accidentally caused the death 
of his mother. It was reported that the 
child had been most inhumanely 
treated by the Yamen runners sent to 
arrest him, and that he would have to 
suffer the consequences of his lament- 
able accident by being sliced to death 
with the ling-chi, or ox-eared knife. 
The foreign residents of Shanghai in- 
dignantly protested against this mani- 
fest injustice, but were assured by the 
bland officials to whom they appealed 
that there was absolutely nothing in 
the reports.

SACRAMENTO, Nov. 17.—There was 
a general and extended discussion ,in 
the State fruit ,convention today of 
the report of the special committee 
which had suggested that the fruit- 
growers of the State organize for their 
common protection in the matter of 
transporting their fruit to the Bast 
and then marketing it. 

“If the growers and farmers of this 
State will continue to refuse to organ- 
ize,” said one orchardist, “then God 
help them. This pulling apart means 
ruin, while organization. means salva- 
tion.” 

Douglass T. Fowler of the State Uni- 
versity said he had found that many 
farmers’ clubs,.in fact the vast ma- 
jority of them, did not even exhibit 
commercial samples of the products of 
their localities. They were also a, 
supported financially. The no

California. It had saved the raisin 
growers $700,000 during the present 
year. The club was splendidly organ- 
wan and had sufficient financial sup- 
por 

The committee appointed to formu- 
late a plan for organization submitted 
a report recommending that the chair- 
man appoint a committee of fifty, rep- 
resenting the various parts of the 
State, whose duty it would be to raise 
by subscription the sum of $10,000 to 
be used for the purpose of holding ex- 
hibits of California fruit products in 
foreign countries. 

H. Weinstock said hé did not think it 
was expedient for the growers to or- 
ganize for the purpose of marketing 
fresh deciduous fruits. Continuing, he 
said that such fruits required prompt 
handling, and experience had taught 
that organizations formed for the pur- 
pose of taking and marketing the same 
‘out of the hands of the shipping firms 
were not successful. Weinstock then 
took up the subject of the resolution, 
one said his firm would head it with 


The report of the committee was 
adopted by acclamation. 

The afternoon session was opened 
with a few remarks from Mr. Wein- 
stock, to the effect that where organ- 
ization among a few growers in a par- 
ticular district. was possible, and re- 
sults advantageous, a general State 
Organization was not practicable. 

Edward F. Adams _ coincided with 
Weinstock. He said that he did not 
think a general organization would be 
effective. 

Mr. Adams offered a resolution favor- 
ing the taxing of packages. It was 
voted down. Adams next took up the 
question of the free public market and 
offered a resolution stating it to he 
the expression of the convention that 
the State Board of Harbor Commission- 
ers should proceed to comply with the 
law enacted by the last Legislature. 

A resolution requesting the Post- 
master-General to prohibit the mailing 
of plants and bulbs was adopted. 

A resolution demanding from the 
Southern Pacific Company regular pas- 
senger time on all fruit trains was in- 
troduced by J. Rutter. Rutter spoke 
to the resolutions, and declared that 
were passenger time established, re- 
frigeration could be done away with. 
The resolution was adopted. 

Another resolution introduced by 
Rutter was to the effect that commis- 
sions charged should be on net results 
of the sales and not on the gross re- 
sults. He said that, as it now was, no 
matter what price the fruit brought, 
the commission man got his commis- 
sion just the same. The resolution was 
adopted. 

The remainder of the afternoon was 
consumed in an argument between H. 
Weinstock and R. D. Stephens, the lat- 
ter denouncing the methods of the com- 
mission men, and saying that the only 
salvation of the grower was to organ- 
i and ship his fruit to his own agent 
or sale. 

The evening session saw the con- 
tinuation of the discussion on trans- 
portation and the failure of the Har- 
bor Commissioners to carry out the law 
providing for a free market in San 
Franciscc. 

A resolution introduced by R. D. 
Stephens was adopted, to the effect 
that fruit-growers in all localities 
where sufficient fruit was grown to 
ship one or more cars daily should or- 
ganize and ship their fruit to their own 
agent for sale, and that these local or- 
ganizations should combine in a State 
organization, with a view of collecting 
information regarding shipments and 
other business connected with fruit 
shipments. 

A resolution by E. F. Adams was also 
adopted for the appointment of a com- 
mittee of five to confer with officials 
of the Southern Pacific Company to 
try to secure a reduction of refrigera- 
tor rates to the East, to the same 
amount as fruit from Oregon.

the subject of transportation, the most 
important question with which the 
grewers have to deal. The subject was 
treated in all of its phases. and re- 
ferred to transportation of all fruit 
products to all markets; rates of 
freight on fruits; abolition of rebates 
or other means of giving one shipper 
an unfair advantage over another 
shipper; possibility of shortening the 
time of delivery to eastern points; the 
probability of eliminating the icing of 
cars and thus reducing the cost of 
transportation. 

When the meeting was called to or- 
der, President Cooper called on J. A. 
Filcher to explain why it was that, in 
his report on his trip to Hamburg, he 
had said nothing whatever about the 
prospects for the sale of California 
olive oil in Europe. 

Filcher stated that he was glad he 
had been asked the question. There 
had been an exhibit of California olive 
oil at Hamburg, but the rates of trans- 
portation from European olive orchards 
was so much lower than from America 
to those markets that he did not 
think America could compete, especi- 
ally when it was taken into considera- 
tion that the methods of manufacture 
in Europe were so cheap‘and the prod- 
ucts of so good a quality. 

The committee appointed on the 
president’s address reported that it in- 
dorsed the address, generally speaking. 
Without committing itself to any gov- 
ernmental policy for encouraging the 
production of sugar or fruit, the com- 
mittee stated that it gladly hailed the 
advent of the beet-sugar industry as 
a valuable addition to the farmers’ 
products. 

Continuing, the report says: ‘Those 
serious and growing evils, the adulter- 
ation of foods, the manufacturing of 
spurious products, and the retailing of 
products by short weight should re- 
ceive the strongest condemnation pos- 
sible by this conv~ntion.” 

The discussion un transportation was 
opened with a report on the subject 
from a committee appointed for the 
purpose, of which R. D. Stephens was 
chairman. The report, among other 
things, says that the methods for 
transporting and marketing fruits have 
been such that in many cases the 
grower has not received enough to pay 
current expenses. This had caused or- 
chard: property to greatly depreciate in 
value. 

Consignment through commmission 
shippers—the bane of the frui'-growers 
—says the report, seems to be fastened 
upon the industry to the destruction of 
all’ profit, wumiless the fruit-growers 
are urged to organize for their common 


In ‘regard to dried fruit, it is recom- 


mended that it be sent to select com- 


mercial brokers in large distributing 
centers, who neither buy nor sell on 
their own account. They should be 
men of unquestionable character. ‘Ship 
to your own order, prepay the freight, 
own your own goods when they reach 
the market, sell to net f.o.b. California 
prices.”’ 

A minority report was read on the 
matter of transportation, which, how- 
ever, was in opposition to the majority 
report. It simply reported on more mi- 
nute details and suggested the estab- 
lishment of a fruit-growers exchange, 
which would keep itself posted as to 
markets and prices, and regulate the 
shipping of fruit. 

There was a general discussion of 
the reports. 


A HOUSEKEEPER’S SUIT. 


Accuses Her Dead Employer’s Son 
with Stealing Her Stocks. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 
SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 17.—A suit 
of a decidedly sensational character 
was filed in the County Clerk’s office 
today. The plaintiff is Nellie O’Don- 
nell, and’ the defendants -are Henry 
L. Byrne, Cecilia Byrne, Daisy B. 
Byrne, Maria S. Murphy and Eugene P. 
Murphy. 


Last September J. M. Byrne, capi- | 


talist and real estate owner, died. Nel- 
lie O’Donnell, the plaintiff, had for 
many years been the trusted house- 
keeper of Mr. Byrne, and upon numer- 
ous occasions, he had declared his in- 
tention of making suitable provision for 
her maintenance after his death. 
Shortly before his death. Byrne took 
from a safe which he had in his house 
an envelope indorsed with the name 
of the housekeeper. The envelope con- 
tained 200 shdres of the capital stock 
of the Market-street Railway Company, 
fifty shares of the capital stock of the 
Spring Valley Water Company, and 
other stocks and bonds of which a 
description is not given in the com- 
plaint. Upon this occasion, it is al- 
leged that Byrne informed Miss O’Don- 


nell that he had given her the stocks } 


contained in the envelope, and had 
made the amount sufficient to afford 
her comfortable support during the re- 
mainder of her life. 

The confidential relations existing 
between Byrne and his housekeeper 
were such that she alone was instructed 
with the combination of the safe. 
Upon the death of Byrne it was found 
that he had left a will disposing of 
the bulk of this estate to his relatives, 
but making, it is said, no disposition of 
the stocks and bonds given, as al- 
leged, to Miss O’Donnell. | 

Miss O’Donnell says that on the day 
after Byrne’s death, Henry L. Byrne 
called at the house and demanded the 
combination of the safe. He was ac- 
companied by his wife and daughter, 
who, in the present suit, have been 
made parties defendant. He insisted 
upon his right to open the safe and 
examine the contents. Miss O’Donnell 
at first demurred; but, as Byrne was 
extremely insistent, she at last al- 
lowed herself to be prevailed upon to 
give up the combination. 

On the following day the executors 
visited the house and made a formal 
examination of the safe and an inven- 
tory of its contents. Among other 
papers they found an envelope ad- 
dressed to Miss O’Donnell, that con- 
tained twenty-five shares of the capi- 
tal stock of the Spring Valley Water 
Company; but the other valuable 
stocks, including 200 shares of the 
stock of the Market-street Railway 
Company, which Byrne had, as it is al- 
ieged, given to Miss O’Donnell, were 
missing. Upon the above statement of 
facts, Miss O’Donnell predicates her 
suit 

In particular, she accuses Henry L. 
Byrne of having fraudulently converted 
the stocks te his own use and, in sup- 
port of the allegation, she points to the 
fact that since the day of his father’s 
death, Henry L. Byrne has caused to 
be transferred to him on the books of 
the Market-street Railway Company, 
200 shares of stock. On the part of 
the plaintiff, it will be contended that 
these are the identical shares of stock 
given to her by J. M. Byrne, and that 
the son abstracted them, together with 
other valuable securities, from the en- 
velope deposited in the safe in her 
name.

Passenger Train Derailed and Two 
Coaches Ditched in Ohio.

OFFICER RANDOLPH MAKES A 
CLEVER CAPTURE.

BOB LOVE CAUGHT AT LAST. 


HAS LONG BEEN A FUGITIVE FROM 


INDIANAPOLIS, 


The Culprit Identified by a Photo- 
araph and Tattoo Marks on 
His Arm—He Denies His 
Guilt, 


Robert Love, charged with the crime 
of murder, is in the City Jail awaiting 
the pleasure of the authorities at In- 
dianapolis, Ind. To Police Officer Ran- 
dolph belongs the credit of. his capture, 
and thereby Officer Randolph has again 
demonstrated that color cuts no figure 
in the making of a good policeman. 

Officer Randolph is black—black as 
the ace of spades—but during his brief 
incumbency as-a policeman he has 
made several good captures. He was 
not long @n the force before he bagged 
several burglars, single-handed, and he 
has kept right on adding to his record. 
But his last catch, the capture of an 
alleged murderer who had escaped the 
vigilance of the officers of many States 
for more than a year, surpasses 
them all. | 

On July 14, 1896, the Chief of Police 
of Indianapolis notified Chief Glass of 
this city that a mulatto named Robert 
Love, aged 22, was wanted in that city 
to answer for the crime of murder. A 
photograph of the fugitive was in- 
closed, together with a minute descrip- 
tion of his person. The letter, among 
other things, stated that Love had the 
letters “R. L.” and a star tattooed on 
the inside of the right forearm. Partic- 
ulars of the crime with which he was 
charged were not given. Neither was 


there any mention of a reward heing | 


offered for his apprehension. The es- 
sential part of the letter was that Lote 
was o—eroree to be in Los Angeles. 
The photograph was shown to va- 
rious members of the force, and they 
were instructed to keep a lookout for 
the culprit, but nothing ever came of 
their efforts. 
Yesterday afternoon, while Officer 
Randolph was pacing his beat on Los 
Angeles street he chanced to meet an 
old acquaintance who is employed as a 


; Pullman car porter on one of the con- 


tinental roads. The Pullman _ porter 
congratulated Randolph on his guvod 
fortune in being appointed to the police 
force, and suggested that he (the por- 
ter) might be able to give his friend, 
the officer, a tip occasionally in regard 
to criminals for whom a reward is 
outstanding. 

“In my travels I come across a good 
many men who are running away for 
some misdeed, and many of them head 
for Los Angeles. I'll keep my eye out 
for them in the future and give you a 
hunch if I see a rich prize coming this 
way,” said the obliging porter. Then, 
as an after-thought, he added: 

“By the way, do you know a yellow 
chap named Bob Love He is wanted 
for murder in Indianapolis, and I 
heard he is in Los Angeles. I don't 
know whether there is any reward. up 
for him, but I'll lock into the matter 
when I get back to Chicago, and I'll 
let you know about it.” 

Randolph had never heard of Love, 
but he lost no time in finding out about 
him. The hint his friend, the porter, 
had given him was enough. He did not 
wait for him to’send a further report 
from Chicago, but went straightway to 
the Police Station and,asked Chief of 
Detectives Moffitt if any such person 
as Bob Love was wanted for murder 
in Indianapolis. Mr. Moffitt consulted 
the records and found it even so. Ran- 
dolph asked leave to take the pnhoto- 
graph of Love, saying he believed h 
could locate the fellow. 

Returning to his beat, Randolph 
started to saunter down San Pedro 
street where many .resorts frequented 
by colored men abound. He had not 
gone a hundred feet before he saw the 
original of the photograph he carried in 
his pocket, seated in a restaurant at 
No. 119 San Pedro street, eating his 
supper. 

Randolph was sure at the first glance 
that he had treed his game. But he 
did not get nervous and attempt to 
“bag the coon’ with indecent haste. 
He let the fellow finish his supper, 
then he dropped in and gcraped up an 
acquaintance with the suspected in- 
dividual. 

Love, or Harry Brown, as he called 
himself, was a little shy at first, but 
Randolph drew him out by degrees and 
learned that he’ had been in the city 
since the races and professed to be a 
horse-trainer. He said he had four 
horses in his care which he was to 
take to the City of Mexico, but he was 
waiting to get hold of a few more be- 
fore he started. Randolph immedi- 
ately became a horse fancier himself 
and wanted to get his new acquaint- 
ance to look at a horse which he pro- 
posed to buy. : 

While indulging in horse talk’ Ran- 
dolph suggested that they adjourn to a 
neighboring saloon, where they could 
indulge in something to drink and 
continue the conversation. The officer 
decoyed his unsuspecting prey through 
the side door of a saloon at No. 213 
East First street and told him to sit 
down in one of the rear rooms, while 
he went forward to order some beer. 
While at the front, Randolph saw a 
friend whom he asked to telephone for 
the patrol wagon quick. Then he went 
back and drank beer with the suspect. 

As Love appeared to be getting ner- 
vous after the second round of heer 
and seemed anxious to get away, Ran- 
dolph suggested that they walk to the 
corner of First and Los Angeles streets 
to see a friend of his about a horse 
which he desired to trade. The man 
with the horse was not there, but pres- 
ently the patrol wagon came dashing 
up, and then Randolph said: , ° 

“Oh, here’s my friend now. You're 
my prisoner, and I want you to get in 
this wagon and take a ride.”’ 

Love was completely taken by sur- 
prise and offered no resistance. 

At the station Randolph asked to 
have him booked for murder, which 
was the first intimation the prisoner 
had of the cause of his arrest. 

“Why. I done murdered nobody,” 
stammered he. 

When the photograph was shown him 
he denied that it was his likeness, but 
when his sleeve was stripped up, show- 
ing the letters “R. L.” and the star 
as désignated in his published descrip- 
tion, he had nothing more to say except 
to reiterate that he never killed any- 
body. 

The Indianapalos authorities were at 
once wired about the arrest, and wil] 
doubtless send an officer after the cul- 

rit. 

' Nothing has been learned here yet as 
to the character of the crime with 
which Love is charged, except that it is 
murder.

They became separated at Burbank, 
which accounts for their arriving at Los 
Angeles at different hours. They got 
together here on Sunday again and it 
is reasonably certain that they perpe- 
trated a hold-up that occurred near the 
end of the Ninth-street car line on Sun- 
day night. 

A man named Willis, who is em- 
ployed at Robert Sherer & Co.'s grad- 
ing camp a short distance beyond Lake 
avenue, WaS a passenger on the last 
out-bound electic car on the Ninth- 
street line Sunday night. He sat at 
the front end of the car and two rough- 
looking men rode on the rear platform. 
When the car reached the’ terminus, 
Wileon started on foot toward the 
grading camp. The two strangers were 
observed to follow him. Wilson had 
not gone far before he was overtaken 
and forced to yield up his valuables at 
she point of a pistol. The robbers re- 
lieved him of his watch, a little money 
and his knife, admonished him to make 
no outcry and then beat a retreat 
toward the city. Wilson was unable to 
observe the men very closely in the 
darkness, but subsequent events have 
led the.officers working on the case to 
conclude that the ex-convicts 
gathered in by Special Officer Foster did 
the job. 

Officer Foster has a private patrol in 
the Bonnie Brae district, and is mak- 
ing it very interesting for the crooks 
and hobos who invade his territory. He 
has turned a number of neat tricks 
since establishing himself in the west- 
ern part of the city, but none neater 
than the capture of Krause and Pres- 
ton. The two rogues went to Westlake 
Park late Tuesday night, one by the 
Seventh-street car line and the other by 
the Ninth-street route. They met at 
the park, where Officer Foster spotted 
them. They were evidently bent on 
holding him up, but found to their sor- 
row that they tackled the wrong man. 

Concealing his star, Foster pretended 
to be hurrying by them under the 
shade of a pepper tree where they were 
evidently lying in wait for belated cit- 
izens. As he got opposite them the 
men sprang out and blocked his way. 

“Where are we at, partner?’ asked 
one of the hobos. 

“You're under arrest,’’ was the reply 
and at the same moment the fellow 
found himself looking down the muz- 
zle of a six-shooter. | 
«’ Both of you get a move on now and 
walk on ahead of me, and don’t try 
to throw anything away, or I'll kill 
you,” continued the officer. 

“It’s all up,” gaid Krause to his part- 
ner, as they started to walk. 

Foster has a powerful mastiff which 
invariably accompanies him on his noc- 
turnal excursions, and the animal fell 
in line close behind the prisoners. | 


“Will he bite?” asked one of the ho-' 


bes. 
“Just try a little sprinting exercise, 
if you doubt it,’’ was Foster’s reply. 

“We're not testing dogs tonight, 
thank you,” replied the ex-convict. 

Foster took the men to his house on 
Beacon street, where he looked them 
over and identifled Krause. The fellow 
had an old-fashioned 44-caliber navy 
revolver in his pocket, muzzle upward, 
where he evidently dropped it when 
Foster got the drop on him. 

After searching the prisoners, and 

becoming satisfied that they were bad 
men, Foster telephoned for the patrol 
wagon and sent the fellows to the Po- 
lice Station. Yesterday the identity of 
both was established. and they have 
owned up to being prison birds. Krause 
was smart enough to try to make it ap- 
pear that he did not arrive in Los An- 
geles till Monday, so that Sunday 
night’s robbery could not be charged 
up to him. Preston, however, tells a 
different story, and the officers are 
pretty thoroughly convinced that both 
arrived here in time to commit Sun- 
day night’s robbery and had a hand in 
it. 
The prisoners are kept apart in the 
City Jail, and each has taken his 
turn in the sweat box. A format 
charge will not be preferred until their 
alleged connection with the Wilson 
hold-up has been thoroughly investi- 
gated. Meantime they are merely held 
on suspicion.

The Prosecuting Attorney found a 
bitter feud existing between two welf- 
known citizens of Redondo, Fred Wag- 
ner, proprietor of the Casino, and W. 
S. Guthrie, a whilom fisherman. The 
trouble started over Guthrie entering 
an apartment of the Casino reserved 
exclusively for ladies. Wagner applied 
an epithet to Guthrie, which the latter 
hurled back at him with the qualifying 
word “Dutch” prefixed. This aroused 
all the Dutch in Wagner's nature, and, 
seizing an oar of a boat, he started 
after Guthrie, who fled for dear life 
down the ceach. Wagner, veing the 
younger and madder, could run the 
faster. Seeing that he could net es- 
cape, Guthrie turned suddenly and 
tried to dodge beneath the upraised 
oar. Wagner let it fall at the same mo- 
ment, and it struck Guthrie a blow on 
the head, but not sufficient to do him 
any serious injury. 

Then Wagner turned and retreated in 
his turn. Guthrie picked up the oar 
and started if pursuit of his late pur- 
suer, but seeing he could not overtake 
him, he flung the oar after him. It fell 
short of the mark, but about the same 
moment Wagner stumbled and fell flat 
upon the sand. In another moment 
Guthrie was on top of Wagner. 

Guthrie had a butcher-knife in his 
hand when the row began, and this he 
retained all the while in is grasp. 
When Wagner found Guthrie on top of 
his flourishing a butcher-knife over his 
head, he thought his end had come. 
Guthrie, it seems, however, had no 
murderous intent. Instead of raising 
his enemy's scalp with the knife, or 
severing his windpipe as he might have 
done, he contented himself with filling 


.Wagner’s mouth and eyes with sand. 


That ended the fight, but Wagner 
straightway swore out a warrant for 
the arrest of Guthrie on the charge 
of assault with intent to murder. Guth- 
rie retaliated in kind. 

On a preliminary statement of facts, 
Mr.. McComas said he could not put 
the county to the expense of trying 
two such causes, as he was satisfied 
that neither complaint would hold in 
court.

Guthrie 
deserved some redress for being hit 
with the oar, and he received it by 
sifting sand into the eyes and mouth 
of Wagner. This was rough on Wag- 
ner, but he hed his redress in the lick 
he hit Guthrie with the oar. Honors 
were even and the account was 
squared so far as the prosecuting at- 
torney could see, and he _ therefore 
moved to dismiss all the complaints 
filed.

Formal Conference to Be Held Be- 
tween Strikers and Employees.

LONDON, Nov. 17.—{By Atlantic 
Cable.} At the preliminary meeting of 
the representatives of the striking en- 
gineers and their employers, it was 
agreed to hold a formal conference 
Wednesday, November 24. Each side 
will have fourteen representatives. A 
truce” has been agreed upon on the 
basis that the employers will suspend 
the notices not yet carried ont, and 
post no further notices locking out men 
until further notice. On the other 
hand, the men agree not to interfere 
with those engineers who are in em- 

ployment. 
THE TROUBLE. 
{[ASSUCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
LONDON, Nov. 17.—The troubles be- 
tween employers and workmen in the 
engineering trades in Great Britain 
reached the acute stage on July ls, 
when several establishments ordered a 
lockout. This was followed by the 
calling out of men in other related con- 
cerns, and by additional lockouts until 
the number of men out of employment 
exceeded 100,000. Last week the nine- 
teenth week of the contest, the Amal- 
gamated Society of Engineers paid over 
$200,000 to the men out of work. : 
This struggie had its origin in the 
demand of the unions that eight hours 
constitute a day's work, and that all 
overtime count as one and a quarter 
time for the first two hours, and as 
time and a half after that. The mini- 
mum wages of the engineers in London 
before the lockout was 38s per week, 
in Glasgow about 35s, and in Keighley, 
2s, the lowest minimum wages paid 
anywhere in the United Kingdom. 


BATTLESHIP IOWA.

AN AMERICAN UNIVERSITY. 
The patriotic women of Washington, 
in undertaking the founding of a great 
national university at the capital city 
for teaching “American science and 


American ideas for American citizens” | 


are certain to find that they have 
struck a popular chord. It is at times 
apparent that some of our colleges and 
universities are too prone to follow 
foreign methods in teaching, and to 
inculcate in the youth of the land 
foreign ideas, thus transforming them 
into emasculated Américans, who grow 
up, in a sense, men without a coun- 
try. While bred Americans, they ape 
the English, and thus bring derision 
upon themselves and the grand coun- 
try which is their fatherland. It is 
therefore fitting that a great American 
university should be established at the 
nation’s capital, where students may 
have lessons in practical statecraft as 
well as in the ordinary work of ac- 
quiring an education, and it is to be 
hoped that the movement inaugurated 
by the small band of noble and patri- 
otic women may bear rich fruit. The 
proposition is advanced that if the 
13,000,000 childrén in the public schools 
in America would give a penny each 
on the birthday of the Father of his 
Country, a sufficient sum would be 
raised to erect the building and endow 
it. While this is not quite the case, 
such contribution would certainly give 
the movement am excellent start on the 
road to success, and it is therefore 
well worth considering. A convention 
is called to assemble in Washington on 
December 14 to take the first step in 
this laudable work, and it will be a 
glad day for the youth of America 
when the results aimed at are at- 
tained—the acquirement of a univer- 
sity in which the young idea shall be 
taught to shoot in the right direction. 


There is evidently some miscreant 
at liberty in Central California who 
seems to consider that he has a mis- 
sion to wipe out a goodly portion of 
the human race by the administration 
of copious doses of arsenic.

CALIFORNIA KNOWN ABROAD.

Mr. and Mrs. John F. Francis are at 
home again, after a tour of .seven. 
months through Europe, where they 
visited nearly every place of impor- 
tance from Ireland to Italy. Though 
they were constantly on the go, they 
were attended by rare good luck; no 
accidents nor illness befell them, and 
the skies were smiling and the seas 
smooth from one end of their trip to 
the other. 

“No,” said Mr. Francis, chatting in 
his: frank, genial way at his home on 
South Main street last evening, ‘‘we 
did not visit all the cities of note, — be- 
cause as the farmer from Missouri 
said, ‘Europe is quite a patch,’ but we 
Saw a great many things of interest. 
After all, thotgh,: the United States is 
the best place to live in,” and Sir John 
heaved a sign of unalloyed content- 
ment.

longest visits being in Paris and Lon- 
don, to which we devoted a month each. 
The part of Europe that most reminded 
us of Southern California was Andalu- 
sia, in the south of Spain, especially;

strawberry, which is shaped like a mul- 
berry and possesses a delicious flavor. 
Mrs. Francis, however, could not be 
brought to acknowledge that any were 
as good as the California fruits, even 
when she tasted the hothouse-raised 
erence and peaches in Scotland and 
ngland, which sell for $1.25 a pound. 
there’s one thing,’’ exclaimed 
Mr. Francis; “We found California 
dried and canned fruits all over Eu- 
rope, and our fresh pears and plums 
were to be bought in London and Edin- 
burgh. The fresh , California,. fruit 
tasted exactly as good as thopgh it 
had just been picked, and When tt ages 
not come in competition with the By- 
ropean’s own fresh fruit, it brings good 
prices, 
“Another thing, we found Califorgia 
was better known abroad than any 
other State in the Union, and that =. 
fact was due, though you may Sot 


agree with me, largely to our fiestas, 


is so,”’ reiterated Mr. Francis. 
“The questions concerning our fiestas 
were asked more frequently than any 


‘others, and they were usually as to 


how many times a year they were 
held! They always call them ‘flower 
festivals,’ and I often heard them 
compared to fhose of Nice by people 
who had witnessed both. It was gen- 
erally admitied by such that the Cali- 
fornia show excelled the other, for the 
reason that flowers in Nice are not so 
bountiful nor is the interest so great 
there as it has been heretofore in Los 
Angeles. 

“My opinion is that the _ interest 
taken by Europeans in Southern Cali- 
fornia is due mostly to the papers that 
are found in all of the large cities of 
Europe, in the public reading rooms. 
Why, I came across The Times at 
every town! Much of the interest 
aroused may also be laid at the door 
of the eastern magazines, which are 
also distributed all over Europe. Judg- 
ing from the class of questions put to 
us, the climate, resources and condi- 
tions of California are surprisingly 
well understood throughout Europe. 


‘Not only do the people ask questions, 


but they insist upon conversations on 
the subject. A great many people told 
us they were coming to California, 
some to reside and others to visit. 

“An institution that is doing an im- 
mense amount of good for the com- 
merce between France and the United 
States is the American Chamber of 
Commerce at Paris, of which Dr. S. H. 
Tyng is president. It is composed of 
leading business men of New York and 
Paris and has a. great influence on 
legislation affecting the commerce be- 
tween the two countries, I attended 
a splendid banquet in Paris, given by 
the chamber in honor of Maj. M. P. 
Handy, United States Special Commis- 
sioner to the Exposition of 1900. The 
other special guests were Horace K. 
Porter, United States Ambassador; 
Consul-General Gowdy and myself. It 
was given at one of the mosi gorgeous 
restaurants in Paris, the former resi- 
dence of a Princess, where the wonder- 
ful works of art, the magnificent onyx 
staircase and all the sumptuous fur- 
nishings yet remained. to tell of the 
grandeur fied. The banquet was served 
in the great winter garden and was a 
most memorable affair. 

‘‘Personally,”’ said Mr. Francis, smil- 
ingly, “I enjoyed Ireland more than 
any other part of our trip. I consider 
it the most beautiful place we visited, 
and I should prefer a thatch-roofed 
cottage or an old ruin surrounded by 
its beautiful, velvety sward, to a palace 
with its graveled terraces on the con- 
tinent. And the people are so delight- 
ful, so hospitable and courteous. We 
spent two weeks in the Emerald Isle, 
entering it ai the Giant’s Causeway: 
and traveling from the extreme north 
to the extreme south. And oh! those 
low-back jaunting cars! You sit with 
your legs at the side, you know, and 
they are all very well and jolly in the 
country, but if you are in the city and 
get too close to another cart in passing, 
it’s good-by legs if they are hit. 

“Did we meet any famous people? 
Oh, yes, we had letters of introduction 
to Sefior Canovas, who granted us an 
audience. We found him an exceed - 
ingly affable and courteous gentleman, 
whom we’ judged, from his conversa- 
tion, to be very anxious that peace 
should continue between the United 
States and Spain.’ We also dined with 
Sefior Castellar, ex-President of the 
republic of Spain, at his home in Mad- 
rid, and there we had a thoroughly 
Spanish dinner. We were fortunate 
enough to see the Queen Regent of 
Spain in her palace, which we were 
invited by a Spanish officer to explore, 
We also met the little King and his 
sisters in the royal gardens, where we 
nad a permit to drive. In Austria we 
saw the Emperor who returned our 


salute as we passed him on the street. 


We also had a private audience in 

Rome with the Pope, who is very frail, 

only a shadow, but whose wonderful

Returning to the question of Califor-

We were there early in the fall and 
found the American exhibit consisted 
largely of patented furniture, Philadel- 
phia beer, patented car wheels, and 
typewriters, all from the Eastern 
States. It was the laughing stock of 
everyone who passed through it. There 
was nothing from California, except in 
the English exhibits, where there was 
about half a ton of California borax 
in crystal, which attracted a great deal 
of attention.”’ 

Mr. Francis has a pet joke on Secre- 
tary Frank Wiggins, which he tells 
with unctious glee. At the Chamber 
of Commerce. banquet in Paris, Mr. 
Francis encountered an Italian gentle- 
man who immediately launched forth 
on an enthusiastic eulogy on Califor- 
nia and its grand resources. The gen- 
tleman from. the land of olives and 
wine volunteered the information that 
he had not yet had the good fortune 
to visit this State, but had been at the 
Chicago World’s Fair. ‘After praising 
the beauty of our exhibitoin there, 
said Mr, Francis, “and declaring that 
California must be the wonderland of 
the world, a terrestrial paradise, he in- 
quired if I knew ‘Mr. Weeggling.’ I 
told him I did not know ‘the gentle- 
man, but he insisted ‘You must know 
him, he was ze gentleman who told 
us so much of ze beeg trees, ze beeg 
umpkins and ze bee-e-g beets! Mr. 

eeggling, you must know heem.’ No, 
my dear sir, I cannot place him, I said, 
bewildered, but still he stuck to it, and 
exclaimed: “Why! Mr. Francis, you 
must know heem! Mr. Weeggling, he 
is ze tall, slim. slender ‘gentleman with 
queek, sharp, incisive manmer; ze 
gentleman wiz ze grand, beautiful Na- 
poleon mustache!

SERVED TO THE LAST. 


REV. DR. GEORGE HOUGHTON DIES 
OF LUNG CONGESTION. | 


The Pastor of the Little’ Church 
Around the Corner Celebrated 
the Holy Communion in the 
Morning and at Night Was Dead 
After Three Hours’ IHlness. 


{BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.} . 

NEW YORK, Nov. 17.—[{Special Dis- 
patch.] Rev. Dr. George H. Houghton, 
for many years rector of the Church of 
the Transfiguration, or, as it was fa- 
miliarly known,. the “little church 
around the corner,” died this evening 
after en illness of three hours. Dr. 
Houghton had not been in full enjoy- 
ment ef good health since December. 
Nevertheless he was well enough to 
attend to the ordinary duties of his 
offiee, and late as the service of the 
Holy Conimunion, which was cele- 
brated in the church at 7 o'clock this 
morning, he was present and read the 
matins two hours later. 

He was about the house all day, and 

did not complain of being ill until 4 
o’clock, in the afternoon, when he sent 
for his physician, Dr. Purdy, to whom 
he said he had taken cold. Dr. Purdy 
found but upon examination’ that his 
venerable patient was suffering from 
acute congestion of the tungs, and he 
immediately ordered him to bed. 

.Dr. Houghton’s illness took an alarm- 
ing turn in the hour that followed, and 
his nephew, Rev. George C. Houghton, 
ahd his niece, Miss Houghton, who had 
lived with him more than twenty years, 
were summoned to his bedside. Dr. 
Houghton was‘conscious almost to the 
very moment of his death, and just be- 
fore he expired Rev. Mr. Smith, who 
was holding evening service in the 
church, was summoned ito say the 
prayers for the visitation of the sick. 

HIS LIFE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPOKT.} 


NEW YORK, Nov. 17.—Rev. George 
H. Houghton, pastor of the Church of 
the Transfiguration, beiter known as 
“the Little Church Around the Corner,’ 
died tonight. 

Dr. Houghton was born in Deerfield, 
Mass., im 1820, and in the year 1846 he 
was admitted to the ministry of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church. In 1848 
the ambitious.young clergyman organ- 
ized the Church of the Transfiguration, 
which was destined to become in after 
years world famous as the ‘Little 
Church Around the Corner.” It has borne 
that name for more than a quarter of 
a century. The circumstances through 
which ‘the title was bestowed were as 
follows: 

George Holland, the actor, for many 
years a member of the old Wallack 
company and father of E, M. and 
Joseph Holland, died on December 20, 
1870. In arranging for the _ funeral, 
Joseph Jefferson and others called on 
Rey. Mr. Sabine, pastor of a fashion- 
able church on Madison avenue, and 
asked him if he would conduct the 
funeral] services. 

Ascertaining that Holland was an 
actor, the Rev. Mr. Sabine declined to 
conduct the funeral services. When 
asked: by Mr. Jefferson and ‘his com- 
panions if he could tell them where 
they could get a clergyman, he _re- 
marked that ‘‘there was a little church 
around the corner where they do such 
things.”’ The dead actor’s friends went 
to that little church and were received 
with kindly consideration by Rev. Dr. 
Houghton. This incident formed a 
live theme for talk all over the coun- 
try, and it established ‘the little 
church around the corner” firmly in 
the affections of the public, as well as 
of the theatrical proféssion. Since 
that time many prominent actors and 
actresses have been buried from that 
church, among them Lester Wallack, 
Dion Boucicault and Edwin Booth. 

Although .loved by actors and mem- 
bers of that profession, Dr. Houghton 
attended a theater but once in his life. 
That was at the Chatham-street Thea- 
ter. He was but 15 years old at the 
time, and ran away from home.

MADE THEM WEEP.

EMPORIA (Kan.,) Nov. 17.—The 
death in Chicago of John B. Ketcham, 
shortly after marrying Mabel Estelle 
Wallace, the widow of John R, Walkup, 
the man for whose murder she was 
tried here twelve years ago, recalls a 
sensational episode of the case, in 
which Mrs. Walkup’s testimony se- 
cured an acquittal just as everything 
seemed going against her. The  prose- 
cution claimed that Mrs, Walkup had 
purchased arsenic while en route to 


that she purchased quantities of the 
poison in Emporia. The sentiment of 
the town was for conviction. The de- 
fense did not deny that Walkup was 
poisoned with arsenic, but said he 
took an overdose while taking the poi- 
son for medicine. 

The climax of the case was reached 
when Mrs. Walkup was placed on the 
stand. She was very beautiful and well 
schooled, and before she finished giv- 
ing her testimony, the lawyers, jury- 
men and judge wept, and the stenog- 
rapher’s eyes were blinded so that he 
could not see to write. The girl who 
had been befriended only by one man, 
had captured the hearts of all who 
were not directly interested, and they 
were ready to swear she was innocent 
of the heinous crime laid at her door. 
A verdict of acquittal was returned. 

Shortly after the trial Mrs. Walkup 
left Emporid;"and very little has been 
heard of her since. The three children 
of Mrs. Walkup all live in Emporia. 
They are Mrs. John Martin, wife of 
the son of ex-United States Senator 
Martin: Mrs. Harry Hood, whose hus- 
band is a son of Maj. Hood, and a 
very wealthy and prominent . stock- 
man, and W. R. Walkup, a farmer.

The Chamber of Commerce has con-

COUNTESS KILLS HERSELF. 


Complained to the Police That She 
Had Been Robbed. 

- [ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

EDINBURC?t. Nov. 17.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] There was a tragic occurrence 
in a police station here last evening. 
A woman apparently 20 years of dge 
and fashionably dressed, but in the 
deepest mourning, said she was the 
Countess Teresa Ufeld, a Russian, ad- 
ding that she had come to Scotland a 
fortnight ago via Copenhagen, and 
that she was in mourning for her dead 
lover. She complained to the police 
Officer on duty that she had_been 
robbed of her purse containing a large 
sum of money. The Countess was ap- 
parently in great distress, and as the 
officer turned round to enter her com- 
plaint in the station blotter, she shot 
herself through the temple with a re- 
volver. 

Only a few shillings were found on 
her person. At the examination of her 
rooms, all her correspondence had been 
torn up in such gmall pieces as to 
render it almost utterly impossible to 
reconstruct it. She had given her ad- 
dress as the Cloister of St. Mary’s, 
Moscow. Two photographs were found 
among her effects. One was that of the 
young officer in the Russian army and 
was signed ‘Alexander Romanoff,” and 
is supposed to be that of the fiancé. 
The other photograph was that of a 
Spanish officer who had ,visited the 
Countess since her arrival in Edin- 
burgh. The hotel people say the de- 
ceased Countess was well educated, 
and had evidently been accustomed 
to move in the best society.

COSTLY BLUNDERS. 


MORE EVIDENCES OF CARELESS- 
NESS IN ASSESSOR'S OFFICE. 


The Consequent Lose to the City 
Must Be Considerable—Fire Com- 
missioners Mect. 


THE BIRD CASE SENSATIONAL. 


BOTH SIDES EXPOSE THEIR TRUMP 
CARDS, 


Attempt to Prove That Griffith Does 
not Recognize His Own Signa- 
ture—Charges Against Officers 
of the First National Bank. 


Complaints continue to come in to 
the City Clerk's office from taxpayers 
who find that their property has been 
erroneously assessed. The blunders 
made by the City Assessor's depart- 
ment are largely due to the fact that 
many of his deputies have been politi- 
cal appointees, unfitted for the work 
to which they were assigned. 

The Fire Commissioners met yester- 
day morning, but only routine business 
Was transacted. 

Several sensations were sprung yes- 
terday at the trial of R. A. Bird. 
charged with having forged the signa- 
ture of G. J. Griffith to several checks. 
The defense scored the first point by 
forcing Teller Grove of the First Na- 
tional Bank to admit that he was of 
the opinion that the signature to the 
check upon which the prosecution 
practically bases its case, is genuine. 
The proseution, on the other handy 
promises to show that Grove was in- 
duced to testify to the genuineness of 
the signature by the managers of the 
bank. 


IAT THE CITY 


ERRORS IN ASSESSMENT. 


EVIDENCES OF CARELESS WORK 
CONTINUE TO MULTIPLY. 


Consequences of Installing Inex- 
perienced Men as Deputies in 
the City Assessor’s Department. 
Meeting of the Fire Commission- 
ers—Tax Collections. 


Evidences continue to ‘multiply of 
the carelessness with which the City 
Assessor's department has been admin- 
istered. The blunders whickhave come 
te light bespeak the utter incompetency 
of some of the deputies employed in the 
werk of preparing the filed books and 
inaking up the assessment roll. 

This is largely due to the fact that 


_ tract. 
were approved, 


rearly all of the deputies in the As- 
sessor'’s office who have served during 
the present administration were politi- 
appointees without any special 
qualifications for the work to which 
they were assigned. Seaman, the As- 
sessor, was a fusion candidate, nomi- 
nated by Democrats and Populists, and 
when he entered office he was under 
political obligations to workers of both 
parties. He was strongly advised to 
retain some of the experienced depu- 
ties who had served under his prede- 
cessor, but this advice he disregarded, 
with one exception. A few efficient 
men were appointed, but the majority 
of the deputies whom Seaman in- 
stalled were without training or experi- 
ence to fit them for their duties. As a 
matter of fact some of them were bet- 
ter fitted to handle a pick and shovel 
than a pen. Hutchison had the dis- 
posal of some of the patronage in this 
department, and half a dozen Popu- 
lists were placed upon its pay roll. Most 
of the other appointees were Demo- 
crats. Ill-health has compelled Seaman 
to be frequently absent from his office, 
so that his men have often worked 
without his supervision. 

When these deputies were turned 
‘loose to undertake the difficult task 
of listing and valuing all the taxable 
property of the city, it is not strange 
that their work was woefully inefficient. 

The most common blunder thus far 
discovered was the listing of vacant 
property as improved. This, as a rule, 
has evoked a petition from the owner. 
Errors of this sort have been very 
numerous. 

It is reasonable to assume that quite 
as often improved property has been 
assessed vacant, thus entailing upon 
the city the loss of all revenue from 
the improvements. In cases of this sort 
the property-owner seldom seeks to 
have the blunder rectified, for to do so 
would increase the amount of his tax. 

How far the city’s revenue has been 
impaired by errors of this kind can 
never be definitely known: 


A fair illustration of the blunders | 


made by some of the Assessor's dep- 
uties is afforded by a case recently 
brought to light. On the Assessor's 
books the assessed value of a certain 
lot was entered as $165, and the as- 
sessed value of the improvements as 
$1400. On_ the usual basis of calcula- 
tion, these figures would represent 
about half the actual values. As a 
matter of fact, the improvements con- 
‘sisted only of a small four-room cot- 
tage in course of construction, at a 
contract price of $675. The building 
permit named the cost as $700. The 
Assessor's field book contained a 
memorandum of the building permit 
and its amount, yet by some intricate 
course of reasoning, the deputy who 
transferred the entry to the assessment 
roll, concluded that the assessed value 


of the improvement should be entered 


as $1400. The unlucky owner was ac- 
cordingly taxed upon this basis. 

Similar errors have been discovered 
in a large number of instances and 
still more will be found before the 
tax sales. It is quite as easy for @ 
blundering deputy to make an under- 
valuation as an overvaluation. so it is 
a just conclusion that in scores of in- 
Stances the taxpayer has been assessed 
up¢n a rating far below the real value 
of his. property The consequent loss 
to the city is apparent. 


FIRE COMMISSIONERS, 


Only Routine Business Transacted. 
More Hydrants Needed. 

The Fire Commissioners held a brief 
and uneventful! session yesterday morn- 
ing. No business of importance was 
transacted. 

The communication from the Mer- 
chants’ and Manufacturers’ Association 
requesting that an increased number 
of fire hydrants be established on Main 
and Spring streets between Temple and 
Ninth streets, was read and referred 
10 Chief Moore; The request embodies 
merely the suggestions that have been 
made repeatedly to the City Council 
by the Fire Commissioners. .At present 
there is but one hydrant for each block 
in the district mentioned and all of 
them are on the west side of the 
Streets. In the event of a serious con- 


flagration in the center of the city, 
there is danger that the delay incident 
to carrying long lines of hose from re- 
mote connections might prove exceed- 
ingly disastrous. 

The commissioners took up the con- 
sideration of the bid of W. H. Joyce 
for supplying the department with 
rolled barley and bran during the com- 
ing year. Joyce is the contractor who 
lodged complaint a few weeks ago 
against officials of the department, al- 
leging that they were violating the con- 
tract which he now holds. His present 
bid was thought by the commissioners 
to be too high, and they therefore 
recommended to the Council that the 
contract should be readvertised. 

Chief Moore recommended that J. F. 
Mosher be permitted to operate a gas 
engine at No. 150 West Fifth street; 
also that Nettleton & Kellerman be al- 
lowed to bore for oil on lot 38, Cottage 
Both recommendations 


Permission was ‘given to the Chief 
to turn over 500 feet of old hose to the 
Street Superintendent. The Chief was 
also instructed to dispose of the old 
Junk on hand. 

The clerk was instructed to request

Company to. turn in still alarms to the 
newspaper offices at the same time 
when alarms are turned in to the fire 
engine- houses.

SENSATIONS GALORE. 


FIRST DAY’S TRIAL OF THE BIRD 
FORGERY CASE. 


Defense Makes a Strike in the 
“First Rattle,’’ but the Prose- 
cution Goes One Better on Re- 
direct Examination — A Serious 
Charge Made. 


The trial of R. A. Bird, charged with 
having forged the name of G. J. Grif- 
fith, his employer, to checks’ which 
were cashed at the First National Bank 
of this city, was commenced in Depart- 
ment One yesterday before Judge Prpith 
and a jury. 

Bird’s attorneys scored a big point at 
the outset in their cross-examination 
of the first witness for the prosecution, 
D. L. Grove, paying teller of the First 
National Bank. A check for $200 al- 
leged to have been forged by Bird and 
upon which the prosecution principally 
bases its case, was handed to Mr. 
Grove. 

“Do you recognize that check?” At- 
torney Pendleton asked. 

“Yes, sir; I paid that check. Mr. Bird 
presented it on the morning of August 

“Whose signature is that at the bot- 
tom of the check?’ 

Fig believe it to be that of Mr. Grif- 


“Oh! So you think that is Mr. Grif- 
fith’s signature?’’ Mr. Pendleton asked. 

“Well, if a check bearing that iden- 
tical signature were presented to me 
today, I would honor it.” 

Asst. Dist.-Atty. Williams began to 
get anxious by this time, and asked the 
witness how he happened to become so 
familiar with Griffith’s signature, but 
before a reply could be made half a 
dozen objections were showered upon 
the court, one of which was sustained. 

Bird’s attorneys proceeded with their 
cross-examination of the witness, but 
succeeded in eliciting nothing of im- 
portance further than a reiteration of 
the statements previously made. 

Mr. Williams then took a turn on re- 
direct examination, repeating the ques- 
tion put to ‘the witness when inter- 
rupted. 

Grove answered by saying that Grif- 
fith’s signature was on file at the bank 
and that he had, made it a point to fa- 
miliarize himself with it just as he had 
with those of other regular depositors. 

“Did you see Mr. Griffith write the 
signature on file at the bank?” asked 
Mr. Williams. 

“No, sir.’ 

“Well, how do you know that to be 
his genuine signature, then?’ 

“We object, your honor, to the Dis- 
trict Attorney attempting to impeach 
his own witness,’’ interposed one of the 
attorneys for the defense. 

“Now, gentlemen,” Judge Smith re- 
plied, “let’s get along with the case and 
not delay matters by making ail these 
trivial objections.” 

“We're willing to submit the case 
now without argument,’’ remarked At- 
torney Meserve, smiling broadly. But 
Mr. Williams was ordered to go on. 

It was the prosecution’s turn then, 
and a little sensation, which was in- 
tended to be reserved for a later stage 
in the game, was sprung. 

“You were present at a meeting of 
Bird’s attorneys and _ officers of the 
bank one night a short time ago, were 

you not?’ 

“And at that meeting all the checks 
and stubs produced here in evidence 
Ww ere examined?” 

“That is true, sir.” 

“And in the a of those attor- 
neys and your employers you suddenly 
came to the conclusion that the signa- 
ture on this $200 check was genuine.” 

Pendleton, Meserve and Pierce were 
upon their feet at once, and objections 
rolled in by the score. Finally the 
voice of Judge Smith prevailed above 
the uproar from counsel on both sides 
of the case and quiet was restored. Mr. 
Williams did not press further ques- 
tions upon that line, however, and Mr. 
Grove Was permitted to leave the stand, 

But the prosecution has a few aces 
up its sleeve and more sensations are 
promised. Possibly the first bomb will 
be exploded today. This will be in the 
nature of serious charges against the 
managers of the First National Bank. 
According to the points that have 
leaked out, an attempt will be made to 
prove that Attorneys Pendleton, Pierce 
and Meserve and certain officers of the 
bank have been instrumental in im- 
pressing upon Teller Grove's mind the 
conclusion that the signature to the 
$200 check is genuine. Mr. Griffith is 
authority for the statement that it is 
the intention of the prosecuting attor- 
neys to make this one of the strong 
points to be brought out in the trial of 
the case. 

“The object of the bank is apparent,” 
said Mr. Griffith after an adjournment 
until this morning had been taken. “If 
Bird is convicted of forgery the bank 
will be loser to the tune of $1200; if not, 
I lose that much. I have been charged 
with having brought this action 
against Bird for the sake of gaining 
$1200 of the bank’s money. That is the 
coldest dea) I ever get in my life, Why, 
I loved that boy (Bird) as a brother. I 
picked him out of the gutter, as it were, 
and tried to make a man of him. I 
knew that he had previously. been sen- 
tenced to State's prison for a felony, 


but I overlooked all of that because-I 


liked the fellow. I was ecinisiies to 
believe him a forger at my expense 
even after his accounts were found to 
be crooked, but the weight of evidence 
against him finally convinced me, and I 
will now fight him to the last ditch." 

Mr. Griffith followed Teller Grove on 
the witness stand. Although on the 
Stand from 11 a.m. to 5 p.m., he suc- 
ceeded in telling but little of his story. 
To nearly every question put to him 
an objection was raised. 
points brought out were substantially 
as follows: 

Bird entered Griffith's employ about 
three years ago in the capacity of pri- 
vate secretary. On August 19 last De- 
tective Bradish called at the office to 
inquire about a counterfeit $50 green- 
back which had been passed upon the 
First National Bank, and, he said, had 
been paid over.to Bird that morning 
On a check for $200 presented by him 
to the account of Griffith. Bird had 
been sent to the Courthouse to at- 
tend to some business several hours 
before and had not yet returned when 
Bradish called. While at the office. 
however, a telephone message was re- 
ceived from Bird, who apologized to 
Griffith for having remained away from 


the office for so long a time, explaining, 


that he had been detained at the 
Courthouse. Griffith replied by re- 
questing him to come back as soon as 
possible, as Detective Bradish was at 
the office to see him concerning the 
counterfeit bill believed to have been 
paid to him. Nothing was said con- 
cerning the check. 

“I never saw Bird from that day un- 
til he appeared at the preliminary ex- 
amination.’ Wr, Griffith testified. 

Several hours were spent in the in- 
troduction of numerous checks, the 
Signatures on which were submitted 
to Mr. Griffith for identification. Six 
out of thirty-nine were pronounced to 
be forgeries, representing $1200. The 
$200 check. bore date of August 19. 
Mr. Griffith declared positively that 
he had issued no checks on that date, 
and had not signed a check ‘since the 
7th of that month. He had been accus- 
tomed to draw checks to meet his’ cur- 
rent expenses at the first of each 
month, but in August the drawing of 
his last checks extended further in the 
month than usual. 

Griffith repeatedly referred to the al- 
leged worthless checks as forgeries, 
and to this term Bird’s attorneys re- 
peatedly objected. Finally, the witness 
was prevailed upon to refer to them 
as “not genuine.”’ 

During a heated and protracted argu- 
ment over a technical objection as to 
the admissibility of some of Griffith’s 
testimony, Attorney Campbell, for the 
prosecution, declared that it was his 
intention and purpose to prove that 
Bird was seen to burn up several 
checks shortly before his arrest, and 
that testimony would be introduced to 
show that the. six alleged forged 
checks in evidence, representing $1200, 
were not the Only ones upnon which 
Bird obtained money at the First Na- 
tional Bank. 

The trial of the case will be resumed 
this morning at 10 o'clock. 


ANOTHER DAMAGE SUIT. 


Mrs. Church Demands $15,000 for 
Alleged Injuries, . 


Another damage suit has been filed 
against the Los Angeles Railway Com- 
pany, this time by Mrs. Elizabeth B. 
Church, who demands $15,000 as ‘repara- 
tion for injuries alleged to have been 
sustained through carelessness on the 
part of company employés. 

In her complaint filed in the County 
Clerk’s office yesterday afternoon Mrs. 
Church alleges that she boarded one of 
the company’s cars on a journey to the 
corner of Pico and F streets. Before 
the car had reached that point, she al- 


lJeges, she regularly notified the con- 


ductor that she desired to stop off at 
the corner of F and Pico streets. The 
car was brought. to a standstill at that 
point, according to the statements 
made by the complainant, but was 
started up before she had alighted. 

In her complaint Mrs. Church alleges 
that she had not yet stepped to the 
ground when the car started, and that 
she was thrown into the street by the 
motion of the car, which was ordered 
to be started by the conductor. 


Mrs. Church declares that she was | 
permanently disabled through the ac- ] 


cident, in that her left hip was frac- 
tured and numerous bodily injuries, 
crippling her far life, were sustained. 

As a balm with which to sooth her 
wounds she sues the street-car com- 
pany for $15,000, and asks judgment ac- 
cordingly.

4 Damage Suit on Before Judge 
Shaw. 


Charles Broughton, a_ bricklayer, is 
perfectly willing to build brick build- 
ings, but he objects to an unfinished 
wall falling upon him. Therefore he 
appears as plaintiff in a damage suit, 
in which Mrs. Doria Jones and B. D. 
Kronnick are made defendants. 

Broughton had been engaged as a 
bricklayer upon a building contracted 
for with Kronnick by Mrs. Jones, the 
lot being situated at the corner of 
Marchessault and New Main streets. 

One day one of the walls collapsed 
and Broughton was thrown to the 
ground, and, he alleges, was seriously 
injured. The blame is laid upon Kron- 
nick, whose plans and _ specifications 
are declared to have been faulty. 

The trial of the case came up before

Bill Filed Yesterday in the U-S. 
Cireuit Court. 

Jacob Einstein has brought suit in 
the United States Circuit Court aginst 
F. D. Schnebly. to obtain a dissolu- 
tion of partnership and sale of property 
in San Diego. Both plaintiff and defen- 
dant are assignees of a partnership 
which was entered into by two-.other 
men nine years ago. 

In 1888 EB. M. Prank and F. F. Adams 
entered into an agreement to improve 
an uncultivated ranch of which the 


two were joint owners. Many varieties .

Frank was to supply all the capital 
and Adams to give his services, The 
returns from the regular annual crops 
were to be divided equally, the net 
proceeds from the new plantations 
were to go to Frank, until he should 
be entirely reimbursed for his outlay, 


after which these proceeds also were. 


to be divided equally. 

In 1892 Frank assigned his interest 
to the complainant, Einstein, who con- 
tinued the partnership with. Adams on 
the same basis until 1896, when Adams 
assigned his interest to the defendant, 
Schnebly. Einstein now asserts that 
the property was not administered to 
the best advantage by Adams, .and 
that no adequate results have come 
from the investment by himself and 
Frank of $64,230.07. Einstein alleges 
that the only way in which this sum 
can be recovered is by the sale of. the 
property, and accordingly: prays -for a 
dissolution of partnership; the appoint- 
ment of a receiver; a decree of sale of

A good agent could beat all 
the brokers, because they are obliged 
to sell chiefly on report, while he dis- 
poses of fruit actually’ on the track, 
and has % full knowledge of his re- 
sources. he policy of this exchange 
is to hold the market and feed it stead-

As to the pack, every effort is made 
by the exchange to have it of high 
grade and uniform. quality, but each 
association packs under its own bran 
grading just as high it pleases an 
getting the full benefit. With regard 
to coéperation with other organigations 
by means of advisory boards, this has 
been proven a success with thé Lemon 
Growers’ Exchange. Each organization 
determines its own policy of. market- 
ing, which. is. faithfully carried out: ‘by 
the central.exchange. They. merely use 
the same machinery, each working 
along its own line of policy. The rel- 
ative exPenses are borne by each class 
of interests, the aim being an-equitable 
distribution. of the cost of doing busi- 
ness on the-basis agreed upon.

POSTAL SAVINGS BANKS. In the 
report of the Postmaster-General, a 
gynopsis of which was published in t 
telegraphic columns of The Times “on 
Monday, a strong argument is made in 
favor of the vnostal-savings bank sys- 
tem.

The rage for these cards has been 
much increased by the growth of a 
collecting fad, something after the 
style of the postage-stamp fad. Even 
the manufacture of special] albums to 
hold the cards gives employment to 
a large number of people. As an in- 
stance of the wonderful development 
of this trade, the fact is cited that the 


proprietor ©f a summer resort in a 


mounain district of Germany was of- 
fered 20,000 marks a year for the priv- 
ilege of: selling the illustrated cards 
at his place. The idea has spread slowly 
from Germany to other countries, but 
has not yet made much impression 
in the United States. It seems that 
this would be an excellent idea to in- 
troduce in Los Angeles and other towns 
of Southern California, for the purpose 
of spreading abroad a more extended 
knowledge of the beauties and at- 
tractions of this favored section.

NEW YORK, Nov. 17.—Net declines today 
were about same as net gains were yestér- 
day in the market, but the range of prices 
is a little wider, as there was a time during 
the day when they were carried a fraction 
above yesterday's closing.

A BOY BADLY INJURED. 

Percy, the fifteen-year-old son of H. G.-

JONES ARRESTED FOR THREATEN- 
ING TO KILL JUDGE TORRANCE, 


Congressman Castle is Coming—Au- 
ditor Tituy, Wants the Garbage 
Burned — Work Progressing on 
the Public Plaza—Bryan Gives 
San Diego the Marble Heart. 


SAN DIEGO, Nov. 17. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.] R. A. Jones, the real estate man 
on Sixth street, who was arrested a few days 
ago on the charge of perjury, has apparently 
jumped from the frying pan into the fire. 

Evidently incensed at the roasting! recently 
received from the bench, he proceeded to bowl 
up yesterday, presumably to drown his sor- 
row, and late in the afternoon was found at 
his office in a state of intoxication, but with 
blood in his eye. He deelared that he had 
been wronged, and threatened to kill Super- 
visor Torrance, who administered the rebuke 
to him in court, when it became apparent that 
he had committed the crime of perjury. He 


‘appeared so ugly that friends of Judge Tor- 


rance went to him and warned him of the 
threats of Jones, which resulted later in the 
day in an information being filed in Justice 
of the Peace Bryan’s court against Jones. He 
was promptly taken into custody and locked 
up in the County Jail. Today he had sobered 
sufficiently to realize, to some extent, the 
gravity of his threats, and has been endeay- 
oring to secure bondsmen so as to gain his 
freedom, but up to noon he had not sucteeded. 

It is Hkely now that he will be arraigned 
both on the charge of perjury and the charge 
of threatening to kill Judge Torrance, 

CASTLE I8 COMING. 

Word has been received here that Congress-

THAT GARBAGE MUDDLE. 


The City Council met in special session 
Tuesday evening and, after some maneuver- 
ing, the muddle over the garbage question, 
into-which the Council had been precipitated, 
was cleared. A way was found out of the 
difficu]ty by an ordinance being passed to the 
effect that, while the Superintendent should 
go ahead with his work, his salary should not 
begin until after the first of the year. City 
Auditor Titus stated that he considered the 
matter of very grave importance, affccting, as. 
it did, the health of the city, and that so tong 
as there was meney.in the public health 
fund he would certify to the resolution ap- 
propriating money for fuel, on the ground 
that public necessity demanded it. Mayor 
Reed’s position was maintained, but, mot- 
withstanding this fact, the City Auditor said 
he would risk himself and his bondsmen in 
the crisis, if it came. 

Following on this line, the Council adopted 
an ordinance providing for a supplemental 
contract with the crematory people, so that 
they will get no pay until after the first of 
the year. 

An ordinance was also adopted authorizing 
the appointment of a crematory superintend- 
ent by the Board of Public orks, subject 
to the confirmation of the Council, and fixing 
his salary at $75 per month. 

A resolution was adopted authorizing the 
Board of Public Works to purchase o!l and 
coal for the crematory, and another directing 
the City Engineer to examine the new gar- 
bage consumer to see if it is built according 
to plans and specifications 

The sewer su¥erintendent was directed to 
officially inspect the crematory during the fif- 
teen days’ test, and a resolution was adopted 
directing the Council, Health Officer and 
Board of Public Works to visit the same dur- 
ing the test. All of these ordinances were 
then signed and delivered to the Mayor for 
his signature. Unless he vetoes them, the 


crematory will begin the burning of garbage 
e 


Thursday of this week. Then the venth 
and Eighth Ward people will ha¥e an opper- 
tunity to decide whether or not the new con- 
sumer of the city’s offal is a nuisance, and, 
if so, to begin proceedings looking toward its 


removal. 
THE PUBLIC PLAZA. 

Work is progressing rapidly and satisfac- 
torily on the public Plaza, and it will now 
be only a short time until it will be thrown 
open to the public. The iron posts are al! in 
place, and as soon as the cement in the side- 
walk has properly set the twenty-eight palms 
will be set out and the inclosure laid with a 
layer of,red loam.

FRANZ JOSEF’S SPEECH. 


Austria Enjoys the Best of Relations 
with All Powers, 
[ASSULIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. } 
VIENNA, Nov. 17.—[By Atlantie Ca- 
ble.) Emperor Francis Joseph, in re- 
ceiving the Hungarian delegation to- 

day, madé a’speech in which he sald: 

“The situation in the East during the 
past year has filled us with many 
anxieties, which, thanks to the unani- 
mous action of the great powers, now 
happily appear to be removed. It will 
now tax the concert of the powers to 
proceed to the settlement of affairs of 
State whereby that island (Crete) will 
receive a darge measure of autonomy. 

“We enjoy the best relations with all 
the powers, and our alliance with Ger- 
many and Italy forma, as it has done 
in the past, an unalterable basis of our 
policy. To maintainwnd strengthen 
the basis is the constant endeavor of 
my government, and to the guarantees 
of peace hitherto existing is now added 
the friendly shaping of our relations 
with Russia,” 

Continuing, the Emperor said: “The 
repeated meetings I have had with the 
Czar have cenvinced me of the agree- 
ment of our views, and have laid the 


foundation for a relation of mutual 


trust between our States.” . 

After alluding to the satisfaction 
caused him by the visit of ‘““My friend 
and ally, the German Emperor,” Em- 
peror Francis Joseph concluded ‘The 


safe guarding of the Interests of Euro- 


pean peace will continue to be the chief 
mission of my government, and I hope 
we may look to the future with confi- 
dence in this respect." 


REPLIES TO THE SPEECH.

President Francisco Appenais to the 
Public to Give the 
Stronger Support and Enable { 
to Do More Effective Work tn 
Relieving Distress, 


The fourth annual meeting of the 
members of the Associated Charities 
was held Tuesday afternoon at the of- 
fice of the organization in the Court- 
house. President A. W. Francisco 
being unavoidably absent, the chair 
was occupied by First Vice-President 
William Pridham., 

The following members were elected 
to the central council for the ensuing 
year: Mmes. V. Ponet, Leonide Du- 
commun, F, T. Griffith, Calvin Wever,

The report of the president, after 
Stating in a general way the struggle 
which the organization had made to

In the first place 
there is so large an element of lux- 
urious wealth, supplemented by so 
large an element of comfortable pros- 
perity, that there is no lack of ability 
to supply the necessary means, prac- 
tically without stint. In the second 
place, besides that ordinary element of 
poverty and destitution which al- 
Ways the concomitant of wealth and 
luxury in municipal the far- 
reaching reputation of our genial cli- 
mate and attractive environment con- 
tinually draws to us a disproportionate 
host of unfortunate and ill-advised in- 
dividuals, who are either themselves 
the victims of disease or who bring 
with them relatives suffering from dis- 
ablements of various kinds, but who 
are pitifully devoid of the means of 
providing for themselves and their fam- 
ilies the comforts or even the necessa- 
ries of life. Even although many of 
these come to our doors with no just 
.Claims upon our charity, for that very 
reason the maintenance of a_ well- 
‘equipped organization of this character 
becomes a greater necessity, in order to 
properly segregate these people, and 
while declining, so: far as common hu- 
manity permits, to become responsible 


to whom does rightly belong that duty 
and what can be done to return them 
to their proper localities or endeavor to 
secure aid for them from the proper 
sources. « Moreover, in addition to 
weightier considerations, it should be 
a matter of civic pride with us, as a 
community, to be creditably equipped 
with the essential organs of municipal 
life on the plane of modern sociological 
principles. 

“A typical central charity organiza- 
tion, in addition to those details which 
we now have in hand, should possess 
certain other features which we as yet 
have been unable to adopt, or at best 
have been able to embody in our work 
in only a rudimentary or imperfect 
way. Among these might be mentioned 
an appropriately-appointed lodging- 
hou~e and restaurant under central 
conirol and conducted in accordance 
with the principles by which we aim to 
be governed. Even more immediately 
desirable is the establishment of work- 
ing departments of some kind for both 
sexes. This would enable us to apply 
to all doubtful cases’a practical work- 
ing test of worthiness, and would also 
enable us to supply temporary employ- 
ment to certain classes of cases who 
might thus maintain their self-respect 
by repaying, at least in part, the obli- 
gation they are compelled to place 
themselves under in applying for relief. 

“But these features require funds, not 
only for the establishment, so to speak, 
of the necessary ‘plant,’ but for the 
payment of a certain number of rea- 
sonable salaries to those whose time, 
energy and judgment would be re- 
quired to oversee and manage these de- 
partments. It should not be supposed 
that the mere giving out of alms is the 
only work that needs to be done in this 
connection. Charity work should not 
be, cannot be, conducted without ‘sen- 
timent;’ but its administration should 
be made a business proposition on the 
part of the community. And it should 
not be made to depend upon the gratu- 
itous services of a few devoted and 
overworked individuals. All this means, 
moreover, a sustained activity and un- 
remitting interest on the part of those 
who realize the necessity of having 
this work done as it should be. Occa- 
sional outbursts of spasmodic enthu- 
siasm will not secure the ends sought 
for. If a small fraction of the interest 
and money that is repeatedly being de- 
voted to other enterprises, of doubtful 
value, were to be turned into this chan- 
nel, there would be no trouble on the 
score of impracticability. What other 
cities do, our ambitious and enterpris- 
ing young city ought to accomplish. 
And it is a fact that very many other 
cities, our inferiors in point of ability, 
do maintain in their central charity or- 
ganizations a degree of eavipment that

As 
it is, we have been, and are now, very | 
greatly in need of funds to carry on 
even those lines of the work that we | 
have hitherto undertaken. 

“The spectacle of an enterprise, or- 
ganized along the lines of the associ- 
ated charities, struggling along with a 
list of less than two hundred members 
who, during the year, have paid in even 
the minimum fee of $1, is not credita- 
ble to a city of over one hundred thou- 
sand inhabitants, which ranks as the 
second city on the Pacific Coast and 
takes pride in claiming to be the most | 
enterprising. It is not an overestimate | 
to say that there are in Los Angeles to- ' 
day some thousands of individuals who 
have never contributed to the Associ: | 
ated Charities, but who should con-! 
tribute at least the membership fee of | 
$1, some hundreds who should con- | 
tribute more or less liberally in addi- | 
tion thereto, and some scores 


should contribute handsome sums an- 


nually. 
“I am aware that there are many be- | 
nevolent individuals and other charita- 
ble organizations of limited scope that | 
are doing proper and commendable | 
work. This is as it should be. Nor do! 
I forget that during the past winter our | 
citizens contributed some $30,000 to be! 
expended in furnishing work for the: 
unemployed. This was in the highest | 
degree to the credit of the community. 
But it must be kept in mind that these | 
efforts, while they modify, do not do 
away with the burden which needs to 
be carried along year after year by a 
well-equipped central society, unless 
the charity work of the community as 
a whole is allowed to fall into demoral- 
ization.”’ 
The secretary, T. J. Stuart, submit- 
ted a report, in which he dwelt upon 
the necessity of careful investigation of 
the cases of applicants for relief, in or- 
der to avoid giving encouragcment to 
the willfully idle, and showed that the 
most satisfactory work of the, organiza- 
tion was in the line of finding employ- 
ment for the unfortunate. The secre- 
tary acknowledged with thanks the an- 
nual gift of new clothing from the 
Needlework Guild of America, and the 
donations from the public schools, and 
stated that the publication in the press 
of a director’s letter concerning the ap- 
propriation of return postal cards had 
brought in returns amounting to $300. 
The report showed that 647 cases have 
been investigated during the year, mak- 
ing a total of 3222 for four years. The 
receipts for the year amounted to 
$1583.49 and the expenditures were 
$215 38. ll, leaving a cash balance of |
